We 
also  received  recently  through  the  Board  $2,162.88  which  Mississippi 
W.  M.  U.  so  generously  sent.  We  are  grateful  for  your  great  in¬ 
terest  and  wonderful  help.  The  linens  are  simply  beautiful  and 
were  so  greatly  needed.  With  the  money  we  have  ordered  some 
medical  equipment  from  England,  includbig  an  operating  table,  in¬ 
struments  and  drugs. 

"Hospital  beds  were  the  only  equipment  that  did  not  have  to 
be  provided  practically  from  scratch  when  the  hospital  came  Into 
the  possession  of  Southern  Baptists.  Chairs,  cupboards,  tables, 
desks,  stoves,  dishes,  mattresses,  linen,  diagnostic,  surgical  and 
laboratory  instruments,  sterilizing  and  kitchen  equipment  all  had 
to  be  provided.

at  the  W.  M.  U.  for  election  by  the  W.  M.  U.  Auxiliary  to  8.  B.  C. 

BY-LAWS 

ARTICLE  IX— Nominating  Committee  shall  be  changed  to  read: 
At  the  second  Board  meeting  members  of  the  Executive  Board 
shall  elect  by  ballot  from  among  the  District  Chairmen  and  District 
Young  People’s  Counselors  three  women  who  shall  serve  as  a  nomi¬ 
nating  committee  for  Convention-elected  officers.

until  the  March  meeting  of  the 
Board. 

Of  the  capital  funds.  785.000  is 
part  of  1.038,000  which  the  Board 
received  early  In  January  from  the 
Cooperative  Pogram  funds  over- 
and  above  the  fixed  budget  of  the 
Convention.  At  its  January  meet¬ 
ing  the  Board  set  aside  500,000  of 
the  amount  to  assure  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  up  to  100  new  missionar¬ 
ies  In  1941.. 

However,  the  Lottie  Moon  Offer¬ 
ing  ia  providing  800,000  to  be  ap¬ 
plied  toward  the  support  and  main¬ 
tenance  of  new  missionaries, 
therefore  the  Board  recommended 
that  8200.000  of  the  8500  000  be  ad- 
ed  In  the  capital  funds.  An  addi¬ 
tional  850.000.  available  from  other 
sources,  was-  added  to  total  8785.-
